Dr. Porter and the Howard Association have 
done and are doing all that is possible to them 
with the limited means ut their command—the 


one in sustaining the camps and the other in 
attending to and succoring the poor sick, who, 
we regret to say, coutinue to increase in nam- 
bers.

We therefore suggest thatthe Govern- 
or, when he convene the Legislature 
(ifin his Judgment that may be necessary), re- 
commend the appropriatied of twenty-five 
thousand dollars to be expended torthe Mem- 
phis sufferers, on the vouchers of Dr. Prorter 
and the Howard Association. So 
much money may not be neces- 
nary; we hope it will not, but we tbink 
it a sum that in any possible contingency will 
eave usfrom makipga cull uponthe outside 
world. Sofar we have shown a disposition 
in the direction of seli-help that has won for 
us the sympathy of the worid. This we must 
continue to deserve.

The Cut on Passenger Rates Growing 
Deeper and Broader, 


-— 


A $5 Reduction by the Kansas City and 
Northern to New York. 


The Ticket Brokers’ Meeting at 
Cincinnati. 


The Passenger Rates War Between St. Louis 
and Kansas City. 

There was never a more demoralized state 
ofrailroad affairs than there now is between 
the Missouri Pacific, the St. Louis, Kansas 
City and Northern, and the Chicago and Alton. 
For nearly three months there has beenaa un- 
ceasing conflict between them on] passenger 
rates trom Kansas City here and from here 
to Kansas City. It broke out soon after the 
completion of the Chicago and Alton’s new 
Kansas City extension, and has been kept up 
with the most unvarying persistency by all 
parties ever since. Cut followed cut till the 
charge from Kansas City to St. Louis was only 
50 cents, and that from St. Louis to Kansas 
City only $4 50. At these figures tickets are 
now sold by ali the three roads engaged in the 
struggle. It was predicted when the war be- 
gan that it would soon end—that such a cut- 
throat business could not last, but itis as far 
from anend now, apparently, at least,atit was 
in the beginning. Itis reported that Commo- 
dore Garrison, of the Missouri Pacific, said at 
the time the fight opened that his road had a 
million dollars to spend, and 
that it would do it rather 
than be beaten. Itis not known how much of 
this million dollars has been spent by the Mis- 
souri Pacific, but ot course the passenger bus- 
iness done between St. Louis and Kansas City 
by all the three roads has been done at a loss. 
Itis probable the Missouri Pacific has suffered 
least owing to the fact that it has 

A LARGER LOCAL TRAFFIC 

than either of the other roads. 
This local trefiilc has been unmolested 
by the conflict that has been raging so fiercely 
in through rates. But of course there must be 
an end in the present condition of affairs, and 
the question 1s to which road would give in is 
a subordinate one tothatot how such disas- 
trous conflicts are to be avoided in the future. 
Railroad men are supposed to be possessed as 
a class ot more than ordinary sagacity, and 
yetthere are no people who bave so many 
troubies in their business. What can the 
stockholders of a corporation expect when 
their delegated manugers are constantly cut- 
tingeach other’s throats and ruining bDusi- 
ness? Isit any wonder that railroads become 
bankrupt and fali into the hands of 
receivers? It is the opinion of 
some of the best-informed that he 
timeis rapidly approaching when there will 
be aimman chosen by all the roads to manage the 
passenger business, just as Mr. Fink now 
manages the freight business. Thisis thought 
to bethe enly plan by which these disastrous 
breaks and cuts can be avoided. The passen- 
ger war at Kansas City has assumed another 
phase. 

Mr. C. K. Lord, general passenger agent of 
the St. Louis, Kansas Citv and Northern, went 
up to Kansas City last night, and things are 
pretty warm up there to-day. The new teature 
consists in cutting the agreed rate to New 
York and other Eastern points, and grows out 
of the old fight over passenger rates between 
Kansas City and St. Louis. On saturday

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These tickets are via St. Louis or Uannibal. 

The old rate from Kansas City to New York 
was $32 75. Whenthe war over rates to St. 
Louis sprang up this was reduced, by 
agreement of the three roads, to $24 75, 
at which tickets had been selling up to the 
latest cut, which was made bythe Kansas City 
and Northern. Therate to New York was re- 
duced by that road from $24 75, the agreed 
price, to $19 75, being a cut of $5. This makes 
aticket from Kansas City to New York $5 
cheaper by way of St. Louisthan by Chicago. 

This will have the effect of diverting the 
Western passenger traflic away from Chicago, 
It remains to be seen what Chicago will do. 
Another reduction to Eastern points from Kan- 
sas City may be expected at any moment, and 
there is now a probability that the war will 
take in several roads that have heretofore had 
nothing to do with it. 

It is probable that the St. Louis, Kansas City 
and Northern is prorating with the Wabash, as 
they are now practically one road. All thatis 
necessary to make them one road is that tne 
stockholders of the two roads shall ratify the 
agreement that has already been made, and 
this will probably be done in sixty days. 

The cutting of the rate east from Kansas City 
willglower the rates trom here east, asthe fare 
from Kunsas City bere isonly 50 cents. Any 
amount of these cut tickets, issued by the St. 
Louis, Kansas City and Northern, are now in 
the hands ot brokers here, and prices at which 
they are selling are as follows:

To Boston, ola rate, $25 25; cut rate, $20.

 nanendatent rates under the cut are: To 
New York, $17 50; Boston, $18 50; Washing- 
ton, $14, and Baltimore, $16. 

The Ticket Brokers’ Convention. 

The ticket brokers of the United States meet 
in convention at Cincinnatito-day. It is their 
first regular convention. They have grown to 
be such an important class of people in the last 
few yearsthat they feel the necessity of some 
united action. The convention will last until 
Wednesday evening. Mr. McKenzie, of Mul- 
ford & McKenzie, went over’ Friday 
evening to make arrangements for 
the entertainment of his brethren. His firm 
has a branch office in Cincinnati. Richard 
Garvey, E. P. Jordan and others went over 
last night. At the present rate things are go- 
ing it will soon be sothat the brokers will sell 
more tickets than the railroads themselves. 

In fact,the railroads now employ the brokers 
to do a large part of their business. Whenever 
a cut is to be made,the reduced rate tickets are 
put into the hands of some confidential oproker. 
The convention at Cincinnati is looked upon 
by the railroads with considerable interest.

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IS HIS WIFE A PRISONER? 


The Startling Report that Comes 
from Gov. Sprague’s Residence. 


Mrs. Sprague Reported to be Under 
Lock and Key. 


Gov. Sprague’s Demands—He Will Not Give 
Up the Children. 


[From the New York Suan.] 

NARRAGANSETT PIER, August 15.—The start- 
ling report comes from Canoachet (Gov. 
Spraegue’s residence) this evening that Mrs., 
Sprague is there kept by Gov. Sprague in a 
room under lock and key. Itiscertain that it 
has been with the utmost difficulty that any 
communication whatever has been had with 
her to-day, and it is understood that Gov. 
Sprague opens every telegram or written mes- 
sage transmitted to her, as alsothat every visi- 
tor must pass an examination by the Gover- 
nor before he or she can gain admittance. It is 
also understood that the Governor has 
instructed the servants inthe house to take no 
orders from his wife. It is possible these re- 
ports may bein part exaggerated, for, when 
Mrs. Sprague determined last night—after it 
had,been decided by her lawyers that it was 
best for her to surrender her children to their 
father—to follow them to Canonchet, she was 
accompanied by one of her lawyers, Mr. Skin- 
ner, and he would hardly permit her to be in 
any way misused. Still, it is certain that com- 
munication with her is v ery difficult to be ob- 
tained, and that even those friends she has ex- 
pressed a desire to see have to insist upon 
pressing their way in before they can obtain 
udmittance. 

Gov. Sprugue has been in consultation with 
his lawyers alithe afternoon, and it has been 
decided that Mrs. Sprague must define her ex- 
act intentions before her husband willsay wuat 
he will do. Gov. Sprague, bowever, empiati- 
cally deciares that he will, under no circum- 
stances whatever, allow Mrs. Sprague to take 
charge of the children. He wiil, he says, take 
entire charge and control of them from this 
time hereafter. These children are four in 
number—Wilie, aged fourteen, who returned 
from a two years’ stay in Europe last summer; 
Ethel, aged eleven; Kate, aged seven, and Por- 
tia, aged five. They are remarkably bright, 
handsome and interesting children. 

It is further reported here to-night that Gov. 
Eprague has made overtures toward a recon- 
ciliation, but that he has said to Mrs. Svrague 
thatif she now leaves Canonchet without ac- 
ceding to these overtures she will leave it for- 
ever, nor will he everadmit herunder his 
root again. That she will go without her chil- 
dren he declaresis bis firmand absolute inten- 
tion; and if she goes it is reported that he has 
further declared his intention to file a petition 
for divorce. 

The most intense excitement prevails atthe 
hotel to-night over these reports, and extrava- 
gantrumors ofevery kind are in circulation. 
WhatI have sent you seem the best authenti- 
cated of them. Gov. Sprague, althongh ap- 
proached several times to-day, positively re- 
tuses to make any statement at present to any 
one, and the lawyers are equally reticent. 

Mrs. Sprague isin the most agitated condi- 
tion. Last night,after the Governor had tuken 
her children from her, she wasinthe greatest 
distress, end, finally, her counsel thought it 
best to accede to her request that she be allow- 
ed to follow them to Cononchet, although she 
said that she feared for her. life if lett alone 
with her husband—he mad, she said, 
on wore than one occasion, presented 
a loaded pistol at her head. Mr. Sinner, the 
lawyer who was summoned from the Atlantic 
House, and whois understood to have been a 
friend of the late Chief Justice, Mrs. Sprague’s 
father, accompanied her. Gov. Sprague de- 
clined Mrs. Sprague’s request that her triend, 
Miss Fosdick, of Stamtord, who came down 
with her from Providence, should be allowed 
to go with her to the house, and Miss Fosdick, 
therefore, spentthe night at one of the hotels. 

PROVIDENCE, R. 1., August 15.—The Journal 
this morning says that Mrs. Sprague went to 
Cononchet yesterday with the full approval of 
the trustee of the estate, Mr. Chaifee. It is said 
here that Governor Sprague has no control 
whatever over the property at Narragansett 
Pier, and that Mrs. Sprague was 
appointed by the trustee custodian of Cauon- 
chet until its Sale, which is 
advertised to take place by the United States 
Marshal at auction September 4 next, to satis- 
fy a judgment in behalf of the National Bank of 
Commerce of New York. Upon this view itis 
held by Mrs. Sprague’s friends here that Gov. 
Sprague bas no right to remain in the house 
contrary to Mrs. Sprague’s wishes.

Sir George Campbell, who visited America 
two years ago, adds another tothe ever-in- 
creasing list of those who have written us up 
and down ina book. It is, however, wel) to 
see ourselves as otherssee us. Here are a tew 
of the reflections in Sir George’s mirror. 

Socially considered: 

Ifyou wantto bave anideaot the general 
state of society which exists in America, I 
would put itto youin this way: If iu this 
country (England) you were to kill off all tne 
country gentlemen, with alltheir wives and 
families, and makethe farmers the owners of 
the iand they till, you would have something 
which you could hardly distinguish from 
America. 

Americans marry earlierand trust to their 
wits to support a family more chan we do. 

The American girlsare certainly more inde- 
pendenttnan our girlsare. They think it a re- 
proach if they cannot be trusted to go witha 
young man eitherto a church ortheater, I 
won’t say whether thatis better or worse than 
our system, but I do adanire the independence 
of the American girlsin helping themselves by 
useful employments. 

Tbe country gentleman element is altogether 
wanting, but the plutocrats,the money people, 
are quite as strong in America as in England— 
perbaps stronger; that is, socially and in 
everything not regulated by the first principles 
of the American Constitution—these they can- 
not get over. Inall other matters the pluto- 
crats, it seems tome, rule the country even 
more than they do here (in Engiand). The 
rich peopie rule the press aud the press rules 
the country. 

General Sherman: 

He does not affect the style militaire. but is 
more of a good, shrewd Yankee, like his broth- 
er. Hesaysthey have had enough ot war. 
The only war he wou'd like to undertake would 
be one against the Mexzicans to make them 
take back New Mexico and Arizona. 

General Butler: 

J saw him on the stump—a wild-looking man. 

Ferries: 

Their ferryboats are much superior to any- 
thing to be seen in Enrope. 

Common politeness: 

Drivers of vehicles, busses and tramways 
seem much more on their good behavior thaa 
in London. 

The Elevated Railway: 

It is, Ithink, infinitely cheaper and easier, 
and it is certainly very much higher andi more 
airy than our underground railways. 

West Point: 

The cadets go through a very long and very 
scientific course of education, and are turned 
out accomplished officers to a far greater de- 
gece than can bethe case under our military 
arrangements. 

New York at night: 

New York in the evening very dull. No books 
atthe hotels. Streets indifferently lighted and 
nothing going on. None ot the liveliness of a 
great LKuropean city in the evening. 

The American bugey: 

Exceedingly light and strong, judging by the 
work they endure. They last quite as well as 
our beavy vehicles, and I cannot imagine why 
we do not follow the example in getting such 
like traps. 


As to American rascality: 

We must not judge of the American people by 
what has taken place in the New York munici- 
pality; that is exceptional. 


Religion: 

There is much inclination among American 
religious sects which do no not differ in essen- 
tials to come together on com:non ground. 
Different persuasions do not hate one another 
on account of religion. 

New York hotels: 

My only complaint was that feeding was 
overdone; you were expected to eat too much. 
and the waiters did not seem to have any mercy 
on you if you did not comply. 

There isa sort ot dead level of uniformity 
about the hotels. There does not exist either 
the cosy, comfortable English hotel or the for- 
eign cate. 

l agree with Mr. Trollope in denouncing as 
the most horrible place in the world the ladies’ 
room (of the American hotel), which is always 
the stiffest, barest and most uncomfortably 
gorgeous place that it is posaibie to conceive. 

Americans seem to eat their meet underdone 
to a degree which astonisbed one. American 
ladies will eat inthe sweetest manner mivat 
which I could not touch. 

Central Park: 

Central Park is ever so many miles long and 
very well kept. Called ‘‘Central’’ because it is 
a long way off. A cross between Regent's 
Park and the Bois de Boulogne. 

Political meetings: 

I should say their speakers were more de- 
monstrative than with us, and the people less 
80. 

Political temper: 

I know no people in the world who accept 
defeat in so thoroughly a gooc-humored way as 
the Americans. 

American cities: 

My complaint of the American cities is that 
they are too big—thatisto say, to many people 
come to the towns who had better go to work 
in the country.

Frank Richardson’s Account of His Re- 
lations With Mrs. Hall. 


He Kissed Her Often, and Saw No Harm in It 
—There was Nothing Improper in 
Their Relations. 


The London papers of the 4th inst. contain 
a continuation of the proceedings in the 
divorce case of the Rev. Newman Hall. The 
Telegraph gives the following summary of the 
day ’s proceedings: 

‘<On the resumption of this trial on Satur- 
day morning, Mrs. Charlotte Hall, the re- 
spondent, who had been in the witness-box 
the whole of the previous day, was recalled 
for further cross-examination by Sir Henry 
James. A little incident occurred at the out- 
set. The learned gentleman commenced be- 
fore the witness was prepared for him. 
‘Stop,’ she said, ‘I have not yet taken off my 
veil.’ Sir Henry sat down and awaited the 
completion of this necessary operation, which 
Mrs. Hall announced by a very sharp and ag- 
gressive ‘Now.’ Counsel then reverted: to 


the subject of the admitted kissing 
that had gone on between the 


respondent and co-respondent. Having re- 
gard to the nervous excitability exhibited by 
Mrs. Hall the day before, he dealt with his 


witness in a considerate, not tosay tender, 
manner; and for afew moments the examin- 
ation promised to go on quietly and smootbly. 
Presently, however, Mrs. Hall’s volubility 
and discursiveness got the better of her. She 
could not, even at the entreaty of her counsel, 
who assured herthat she might safely leave 
her interests to his keeping, be prevailed up- 
on to answer ‘Yes’ or ‘No,’ ortorestrain her- 
self from venting her indignation upon her in- 
terrogator. On the question of sitting up,she 
averred that Sir Henry James was 
trying to entrap her into telling alie, and up- 
on an admonition from the Judge as to 
ber behavior, she burst into tears, beseeching 
the protection of the court. Sir James Han- 
nen told her that the only protection she need- 
ed was from her own folly; whereupon, point- 
ing to her hushand, who was sitting in the 
‘well’ of the court, she exclaimed, *Why, 
there he is, turning round and staring at me.’ 
But immediately. putting a kind of wrench 
upon her feelings, she promised her counsel 
that she would try to exercise more control 
over herself, and the cross-examination was 
concluded without any further incident. 


Mr. Willis, however, had only proceed- 
ed a few questions into his re-examin- 
ation when she gave way to another 
outburst. The learned counsel produced a 


letter written by Mr. Newman Hall to respond- 
ent. At the signt of this document Mrs. Hall 
got very excited, and, finding it was proposed 
to read it, she appealed to Mr. Willis plaint- 
ively and with tears not to maxe it public. He 
assured her it was to herinterest that it should 
be made evidence. ‘This only intensified her 
excitement, but the letter was read neverthe- 
less. It turned cut to be curious and impor- 
tant, Mr. Mali te Hing bis wife—whom he ad- 
dressed as ‘that she was suffering 
from u« diseased Sie ae admitting ber irre- 
sponsibility for her actions and conduct.

FELL INTO HYSTERICS, 
beseeching the Judge, in passionate tones, to 
protect her from her husband, who, she said, 
wished to put her into anasylum.

RICHARDSON’S TESTIMONY 


as reported in the Times: 

*‘*Frank Waters Richardson (the co-res- 
pondent) was then called and examined by 
Mr. Kemp. He said: ‘I am thirty-three 
years of age; I was about fifteen when I first 
became acquainted with Mr. and Mrs. Hall. 
In 1868 I came to London and established my- 
selfin business. Shortly afterward I went to 


see them at Finehley, New-road. I remem- 
ber the smoke-room, and have been there for 
the purpose of smoking. Mrs. Hall used to 
come down to the smoke-room. Mr. Hall was 
conversant with the fact. There were often 
other gentlemen smoking. The door was 
never locked.

I never was alone with her at such 
times. Mrs. Tranmere was always there. When 
Mr. and Mrs. Hall were at Liandudno,I was 
asked to go there. Mr. Hall knew I wasthere, 
and I returned with Mrs. Hall to London, by 
his arrangement. Shortly afterward Mr. Hall 
called upon me, and, among other things told 
me that bis wife’s horse must be brought upto 


his house, instead of her mount- 
ing at my stables. Hie advised 
me to diminish my attentions to 


his wife, and, in short, to cut her by degrees. 
I gave him some sort.of promise and wrote 
the letters that have been read.

I1 hold that this 
theory is correct and should be presented to 
the eccmmission. It is highly important, as 
there are other methods advocated that, if 
adopted, would materially injure navigation. 
It is a known fact that the bottom of the river 
filsupandrises as the water rises. When 


falling the bottom recedes with the.water, but 
less rapidly; hence, we bave very shoal water 
at some points, both in the 
Missoum and Mississippi, when this 


takes place, and we should be prepared to 
apply the dredge. 

The damming of the river forthe purpose of 
increasing its depth, if successful, only re- 
moves the cause to another poins. Itis true 
that we have forced the water to hug the shore 
in the vicinity ot St. Louis by a very large out- 
lay, and have removed it to Horsetail. Now, 
millions expended there would remove ita 
little lower down, and so on to deep water, but 
we would hardly have passed Herculaneum 
when we would have to return and repeat the 
process between the improvements.

Judge Cady Renders His Deci- 
sion in the Case, 


Ordering the Clerk to Issue all Processes 
to the Sheriff. 


Marshal Mason Will Mandamus the Judge as 
Soon as Possible. 


A little after 9 o’clock this morning the clans 
began to gather in Judge Oady’s Court to hear 
the long expected decision in tne matter « of 
Jobn Finn, Shernff. Mr. Finn, companied 
by Mr. Farish, dropped ‘in, then Mr. Mason and 
his attorney came into the room, and, finally, 
a number of Feur Courts officers. 

Judge Cady opened court promptly at 10,and 
after disposing of an importunate larceny case 
pullea a paper from a bundlein front of him, 
and read the following opinion: 


The Decision. 


In the matter of John Finn, Sheriff, motion 
to direct the Cierk to issue process to the 
Sheriff. 

Jobn Finn, Sheriff, files his motion asking 
the Court to order the Clerk to direct all pro- 
cesses of this court to the Sheriff of the city of 
St. Louis instead of to the Murshal of said city. 

This motion is based upon several acts of the 
Genei1al Assembly passed at the session of 1879. 

These acts areto be found on pages 39,40 
and 97 of the acts of the last General Assembly 
and provide that the process of this court shall 
issue toandbe executed bythe Sheriff of St. 
Louis, and repealformer acts of the Legisla- 
ture providing thatsuch process should be ex- 
ecuted bythe Marshal of the city. The motion 
is resisted by both the city ot St. Louis and the 
City Marshal, bv both of whom itis claimed 
that the sevelal acts of 1879 are unconstitu- 
tional and invalid for the following reasons: 

1. Because they are local. 

2. Because they are special. 

3. Recause they 
Scheme and Charter and,contraty to constitu- 
tional provisions, are an interterence with the 
conduct of its own affairs by the city govern- 
ment. 

4. Because the objects and purposes of some 
of said acts ure not expressed in the titles 
thereof. 

I cannot concur inthis view. The courts of 
the State are necessarily limited in ther terri- 
torial jurisdiction. Each circuit has its defined 
metes and bounds, and if the claim here made 
is good, then it is beyond the power 
of the Legislature to extend or

THESE ACTS OF THE LEGISLATURE 
not attempts to repeal auy 
the provisions of the Scheme and 
Charter. Nordolregardthem as any inter- 
ference with the conduct and management of 
its own affairs by the Municipal Govern- 
ment. 

They are simply an assertion. on the part 
of the sovereign State, ofits right to manage 

and conduct its own affairs,

iff of St. Louis is the only officer by whom the 
process of this Court may hereatter be legally 
executed. |

There can be no mistake as to the meaning of 
this and other reports which have recently 
been received. There is not only a large in- 
crease but a rapidly enlarging increase in the 
volume of business represented by payments 
through the clearing houses. This increase is 
largest in the cities which have most to do with 
receiving and forwarding grain; it is very 
large also at all the cities of important wholesale 
trade inthe Atlantic States, and it is encour- 
aging at cities where the iron and coal inter- 
ests are most important. At some of the 
other manufacturing centers the gain 
less large or regular, and fear of the 
disease called yellow tever appears to 
affect business at New Orleans less than 
fear of the disease called Kearneyism affects 
San Francisco. But in the country, as a whole, 
itis evidentthat more goods are bought and 
sold, and that more work is done for wages, 
than atany time since the panic. Moreover, 
if we consider the differeace in prices and 
wages, resulting mainly from the change in the 
value of the dollar in which they are expressed, 
it will be found that more goods are bonght 
and soid this year, and more work for wages is 
done, than in any previous yearinthe history 
of the country. The prices and wages in 1872 
or 1873 were more than 50 percent higher than 
they are now, but the exchanges, exclusive of 
those arising from speculation, were not by 
any mcans 50 per cent greater.

Commercial Topics. 


There was aday when the New York Pro- 
duce Exchange Weekly was looked upon asan 
authority, and atall times reliable, but the 
blundering mannerin whichitis managed at 
present is alienating a'l the friends it ever 
had. A publication of its class, to be of value, 
must be correct, and a'though an occasional 
error is pardor,able, the frequent occurrence 
of grave mist kesinits figures warrants the 
presumption that the management is both 
careless and ineflicient. We regret that such is 
the case, but thisis an opinion very largely 
held in St. Louis at the prescnt time. 


Jolin P. Jacobson, Assistant Secretary of 
State for Minnesoti, makes a preliminary crop 
report. He makes the area ot wheat 2,755,896 
acres, being an increase ef 16.35 per cent over 
the 2,368,556 acres of 1878, when the yield 
av eraged ‘12.35 bushels. The crop reports of 
the yield this year are generally highly favor- 
able, although some localities in the southern 
counties are said to have suffered from the 
drought in the early spring and also from 
chinch bugs. The yield will probably tall con- 
siderably below the genera’ average, but the 
quality is said to be very good throughout the 
State. Inthe northwestern count:.es the usual 
high average seems to be maintained both as 
to yield and quality. Owing to the vast extent 
of the wheat acreage and the many pecuiiari- 
ties of the season and circumstances of farm- 
ing (many farmsin the same localities varv 
and yield .from tento twenty bushels tothe 
acre), a correct estimated yield peracre for 
the Stateis difficultto arrive at through the 
information received at present; sufficeto say 
the yield will not tall short of from thirteen to 
fiiteen busbels per acre, and the present crop 
will be by far the largest ever grown in Min- 
nesota.
